Conger wos not exnggcrating. We 
had seen a huge black column of 
smoke 50 miles away and circled 
over to sce what was going on. It 
looked like an entire sren on fire 
till we realised the wind was send- 
ing billowing’: binck greasy clouds 
ulong . the ground, but occasional 
serpentitte flames emerging showed 
the hell going on, by . 

DIFFICULT FIREFIGHTING 

As the bomber circled at 200 mph,

The ‘authorities sald such cfforts 
alone would not sway Gen Marshall 
but that the Asiatic political situa~ 
tion, and to some extent the fate of 
the European reconstruction plan, 
are also fnvolved-in the decision. 

Thus, they fcel that the possibility 
of United States actlon is conalder- 
ably increased. Many officials here 
are. anxious to demonstrate to the 
world that acts of violence in at- 
tempts to solve political problems 
such as those in, Asia do not profit 
any one who resorts to such mc- 
thods. : 

The officials: Indicated there Js 
more than humanitarian and phio-
